Print and other news journalists are welcome and encouraged to attend, 
cover and provide visibility for Pride of the Lehigh Valley in the commu¬ 
nity. It will be made clear, however, that the privacy of all attendees 
must be respected.

Girlyman's catchy melodies are so accessible that you might not realize at first how 
subtle and complex their three-part harmonies are - and how breathtaking their lyrics 
can be. "This is far from folk music that might help you drift off to dreamland," writes 
H/X For Her. "This is folk infused with just enough pop to make you want to sing 
along." 

The three members of Girlyman - Tammy Greenstein, Doris Muramatsu, and Nate 
Borofsky - describe their music as "One part the B-52's, one part Cry Cry Cry, a pinch 
of Lauryn Hill, a pat of the Story, a measured tablespoon of Gillian Welch, beat in 
some moptop Fab Four, and add Lyle Lovett and His Large Band to taste." The three 
songwriters switch off lead vocals and play acoustic guitar, baritone electric, djembe, 
even accordion - whatever provides the right backdrop for a given song. Tammy and 
Doris are both classically trained; Erin McKeown of Voices on the Verge called them 
"the best guitarists I've ever heard in the two-woman genre." 

The trio's songwriting runs the gamut from what Yahoo Internet Life recently called 
"a fine ear for stark ballads and mournful harmonies that are comfortingly straight- 
from-the-heart" all the way to what Nate calls "calypso doo-wop." Girlyman sings 
about "everyday" stuff (like innocent crushes) and "big" stuff (like September 11) 
with the same healthy dose of humor and refined sense of irony. The cover tunes they 
throw into live performances are as delightful as they are unexpected - on the same 
night you might catch Girlyman singing a 16th century Palestrina mass and "Rock Me 
Amadeus" in German.

CRAVE was formed as a five-piece band in Philadelphia in 1993. Throughout the 
years, they have undergone a handful of lineup changes. Today, CRAVE stands as a 
core group of four musicians that many of their loyal fans most associate with the 
band's true sound. 

Drawing from a diverse range of musical backgrounds, the band has never been 
comfortable placing their sound in one specific musical category. The different 
members of the group draw from several influences spanning the rock, classic rock, 
latin, punk, new wave, heavy metal and dance spectrums. In their melodic rock songs, 
you're just as likely to hear echoes of the Doors, as you are Garbage. 

The band spent several years performing their original sound in the ever-expanding 
Philly bar scene. Highlights include winning "Best Live Performance" and "Best Live 
Group" at the 1996 Philadelphia Music Conference and playing to a crowd of an 
estimated 4,000 people at an outdoor festival on Penn's Landing. In addition, the 
band has also performed successfully in New York City, opening for a national touring 
act, The Miracle Legion. 

CRAVE has two CDs. "Faithfully Sane", the 1996 release, was recorded at Dakota 
Studios in Swarthmore, PA. This was a high production effort, which tested and 
strengthened the band's studio resolve. "Live from Kyle's Living Room" (2000) 
marked the band's eagerness to put some of its new material on CD and is also 
their first venture into self-recording and producing. 

In September 2002, Crave began recording their third record, with a summer 2003 
release date. CRAVE is branching out in 2003 and have begun playing some of the 
fresher 'up and coming' venues like Bar Noir, Five Spot, and the Fire Bar and Grille. 
Strong believers in feedback, they have catered to their audience by allowing them 
to create their own show by designing set lists. CRAVE's songwriting has matured 
and their fan base grows at each performance by consistently keeping their audience 
hypnotized, fulfilled and most importantly, coming back!

Washington, DC's The Meat Joy is minimalist punk rock, with soul to spare. In the 
Washington Post, Mark Jenkins proclaimed them "fervid neo-punk," while Flipside 
marks them as "Raw, but mesmerizing with simplicity." A review of a live show from 
In Pittsburgh Weekly stated "The Meat Joy are visionaries, in the same way that Patti 
Smith is the poet laureate of rock & roll and Bettie Page was the queen of raunchy 
beauty. A female-fronted art-punk foursome from D.C., they break through the ever- 
dissolving boundaries between women and music and women in music to add some 
extra fuel to the fire." 

At it's inception, the band knew they wanted to write simple songs about complex 
themes. "The idea was to reflect that personal tension without being melodramatic," 
stated bassist Heather Jensen in a recent interview. "We're all coming at this from 
different forms. Rob's a visual artists, Todd has a side improvisational art-noise project, 
and I do the third wave feminist writing thing...so when we come together we bring 
not necessarily those disciplines, but definitely our own vocabularies. Of course, we're 
not U2 or anything. We have a lot of fun with it, too. Sometimes you just wanna 
rock." 

In Winter 2001 The Meat Joy joined forces with All Night Riot Records to put out their 
sophomore album. Featuring tracks recorded and mixed by legendary musician/producer 
Steve Albini (Shellac, Big Black) and Robert Poss (Band of Susans), The Meat Joy's 
edgy and unaffected approach comes on like a house afire. An indisputable product of 
the post-punk era, yet unique in the subtlety of its various discernible influences, The 
Meat Joy is an intriguing talent to watch.

CommonbonD is the acclaimed acoustic partnership of female singer-songwriters 
Mary Beth de Pompa and Ashley Miller. Serving up an eclectic blend of blues-edged 
folk/rock, the DC-based duo has been compared to everything from the Queen of 
Blues Bonnie Raitt to the Indigo Girls to the Barenaked Ladies. 

Miller and de Pompa met in 1992 when de Pompa, then part of a lesser-known duo, 
passed through Miller's college town in the Blue Ridge Mountains. After the show, the 
two claim they found a common musical bond (hence the name), playing guitar and 
testing out harmonies till the break of dawn. Southern-bred Miller first began studying 
piano as a child then went on to study guitar at Appalachian State University. De 
Pompa, a DC native, started her musical career as a funk-rock drummer in the family 
band. The melding of these diverse backgrounds has led to the development of a 
uniquely own sound that turns at once from sweet, lofty and lyrical to bluesy, soulful 
and raw. 

In 1994, Miller and de Pompa formally united and began touring and recording full¬ 
time. Since then, CommonbonD has released 5 CDs and toured 40 US states and 2 
foreign territories. They've twice appeared live on national television, were spotlighted 
on FOX channel news, and have received airplay on over 100 radio stations across the 
U.S. Among their many kudos, CommonbonD has been nominated for Best Contemp¬ 
orary Folk Group, was selected as a finalist for Indie Band of the Year and the Lilith 
Fair Talent Search, and won Pop Song of the Year and Best Folk Album of the Year for 
their release, naked soul dance. 

CommonbonD has played some of the most esteemed venues and with some of the 
hottest artists on the circuit today, including Woodstock fame Richie Havens, Sophie 
B. Hawkins, Jill Sobule, Caroline Aiken, Cheryl Wheeler, eddie from ohio, Catie Curtis, 
Melissa Ferrick, and Pierce Pettis. And yet, the twosome remains un-jaded, even 
"adorable" confides The Philadelphia Au Courant. And their live show? The Dover Post 
raves, "CommonbonD jams, period. Take the two artists individually and you've got 
different styles in writing, singing and playing. But man! What gets delivered as the 
combo package will blow you away." 


CommonbonD 
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The GLBT Symbols 

Pride symbols not only serve as a way for GLBT (gay, lesbian, bisexual, transgender) 
persons to show our pride, but also as a way for GLBT persons to identify themselves to 
other GLBT persons. The following are some brief histories of some of the more well 
known GLBT symbols: the rainbow flag, the pink triangle, the freedom rings, the lambda, 
the gender symbols and the red ribbon. 

The Rainbow Flag 

The rainbow flag is the most commonly used and recognized GLBT pride symbol. The 
colors represent: 


Red for life 
Orange for healing 
Yellow for the sun 
Green for nature 
Blue for art 
Violet for spirit 

Gilbert Baker in San Francisco created the rainbow flag in 1978. Originally there were 
8 colors, all of which were assigned a meaning by Baker. When he approached a flag 
company about mass-producing the flag he was told that "hot pink" was not available 
commercially. (Pink to stand for sexuality.) So the flag had to be reduced to 7 colors. 

In November 1978, San Francisco's first openly gay supervisor was assassinated. In 
memory and in hope that this kind of hate crime would never be repeated, the Pride 
Parade of 1979 was planned in order to show the strength and sheer numbers of the 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, and transgender population in San Francisco. The parade commit¬ 
tee decided to use Baker's flag, but they only wanted a 6-color version so that 3 colors 
could be on each side of the street. As a result, the indigo stripe was also removed 
which created the 6 stripe flag that we know as the rainbow flag today. (Indigo to 
stand for harmony.) 

The rainbow flag is now recognized by the International Congress of Flag Makers as a 
valid flag representation of the GLBT community. 



The Pink Triangle 

"Those who forget the past are doomed to repeat it!" 

Perhaps the second most commonly used and recognized pride sym¬ 
bol is the pink triangle. It is also the saddest. The pink triangle was 
first used by the Nazis in the concentration camps to mark gay men 



who were convicted of a sex crime, namely homosexuality. Gay men in 
Nazi death camps were required to wear Pink Triangles, with one tip 
pointed down, on their uniforms to identify them for special abuse. The 
pink triangle was later reclaimed as a symbol of empowerment in the 
1980's by post-Stonewall gay rights activists. 


The Pink Triangle is now used as a gay identification symbol as well as a reminder of 
oppression and is now commonly used to represent the entire GLBT community. 
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GLBT Symbols 



The Freedom Rings 



Freedom Rings, designed by David Spada with the Rainbow Flag in 
mind, are six colored aluminum rings. They have come to symbolize 
independence and tolerance of others. Freedom rings are frequently 
worn as necklaces, bracelets, rings, and key chains. Recently, 
Freedom Triangles have emerged as a popular alternative to the 
rings, though the meaning remains the same. 


The Lambda 

"The lowercase Greek letter, lambda, carries several meanings. First 
of all, it represents scales, and thus balance. The Greeks considered 
balance to be the constant adjustment necessary to keep opposing 
forces from overcoming each other. The hook at the bottom of the 
right leg of the lambda represents the action required to reach and 
maintain balance. To the Spartans, the lambda meant unity. They felt 
that society should never infringe on anyone's individuality and 
freedom. The Romans adopted the letter to represent "the light of 
knowledge shed into the darkness of ignorance". Finally, in physics, 
the symbol designates an energy exchange. Thus the lambda, with all its meanings, is 
an especially apt symbol for the gay liberation movement, which energetically seeks a 
balance in society and which strives through enlightenment to secure equal rights for 
homosexual people." 

The Lambda was first chosen as a gay symbol when it was adopted in 1970 by the New 
York Gay Activists Alliance. Tom Doerr, a member, suggested the Greek letter because of 
its scientific use to represent kinetic potential. It became the symbol of their growing 
movement of gay liberation. In 1974 the Lambda was subsequently adopted by the 
International Gay Rights Congress held in Edinburgh, Scotland as their symbol for lesbian 
and gay rights. The Lambda has become internationally popular. 

The Gender Symbols 

The gender symbols were originally astrological signs coming from Roman 
times. The interlocking male symbols have been used since the 1970's 
as a symbol of pride for gay men. The interlocking female symbols are 
used as a lesbian pride symbol. Some feminists also use the double 
female symbol (one ring with two crosses) a symbol of sisterhood 
among women. 

Ribbon 

The Red Ribbon is a symbol of our concern and support for our brothers 
and sisters afflicted with AIDS and HIV related disease.
